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ANNOUNCEMENT 


THE Baptist Hymnat has served our denomination for nearly forty years, 
and during most of this period has been recognized as our standard church 
hymnal. It was originally prepared by Baptists both North and South. 

The Baptist denomination in the United States has come upon a time 
when it needs a new standard hymnal, and this need has been anticipated by the 
two publishing agencies, The American Baptist Publication Society and the 
Sunday School Board of the Southern Baptist Convention. For over a year 
these two organizations have been carrying on the work of preparing such a 
hymnal. They have called to their aid committees of pastors and others. The 
result is THe New Baptist Hymnat which will be issued about September 
1, 1926. It will be a volume of over 500 pages, strongly bound, and the 
price will be $1.00. It will rank with the standard hymnals. 

Tue New Baptist Hymnat will be all that skill can make it. The plates 
are all new. The paper to be used in tne new book will be the same quality 
as the paper in this booklet. All words will be between the staffs as shown 
here. New tunes for old hymns have been largely discarded, because they 
have not seemingly been used to. any large extent. It seems better not to 
divorce the words and music of the great standard hymns of the church. 

There will be some novel features in the new hymnal. It will be divided 


into five sections: 


1. The selected standard hymns, the selection being made upon the basis 
of practical use after careful investigation. The standard hymns will be 
classified by subjects and made easily available. 

2. There will be a separate section containing nearly one hundred of the 
choicest modern gospel songs. These songs have been selected from the great 
mass of such music for their melody and also for the fitness of the words. 
These gospel hymns are grouped together for convenient use in the prayer- 
meeting and revival services. By a unique system of cross-references, however,

they will be available for all purposes of a hymnal. The songs selected are 
worthy of a place in a permanent hymnal. 

3. There will be a division of children’s hymns and songs. In addition 
there will be a_system of cross-references by which standard hymns now used 
in the Sunday school will be made quickly available. 

4, Special attention will be given to Glorias and Responses, which are 
now so commonly used in our church services. 

5. An entirely new arrangement of Responsive Readings—these readings 
have been so arranged that they occupy one column and in a few cases a single 
page, but in no case will it be necessary to turn the page in using these 
readings. 

In presenting this New Baptist HyMNAL we do so anticipating that it 
will become the standard hymnal for all Baptist churches, and we hope will be 
serviceable for many years to come. We have not planned for a merely 
transitory book to be supplanted each year. We have sought to produce 
a genuine hymn-book which our churches can buy with the expectation of 
using it for years to come, and one that will meet all the needs of public 
worship. 
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WORSHIP IN SONG

principal forms of worship. God loves this praise of music because it is an 
expression of the highest and purest emotion of the human heart. Since 
to him belong all precious things, to him we offer the best that our hearts can 
feel, voiced in choicest language. Music is the soul’s truest speech, and it is 
latiguage’s fairest garb. 

Wherever and however imperfectly men have known God, they have 
instinctively felt, as the Psalmist did, that “ praise is comely for the upright”; 
that “it is good to sing praises unto our God.” 

Nature understands this, and before there was any man to glorify her 
Maker she herselfi—her morning stars—hymned the wondrous story of that 
God’s creative work. Nature’s ocean, in its mighty, organlike throb and beat, 
thunders unceasingly praises to her God. Nature’s little birds, her fairest 
and dearest creatures, spend the livelong day praising God in sweet song. 

The angelic host understand this, and when the world was about to receive 
its supreme blessing, they filled the sky with loud melodies of adoration of the 
Father who was about to give his Son.
